These U.S. -puppet arguments and actions prove that they are scheming to erase the 
basic principles of the 20 October agreement on ending the war and restoring peace in 
Vietnam. These principles are: The United States must respect the independence 
sovereignty, unification and territorial integrity of Vietnam; completely end all its' 
military involvements in South Vietnam; recognize the actual situation in South 
Vietnam where there are two administrations, two armies and three political forces; 
establish a national council of national reconciliation, and concord, composed of 
three segments; and achieve democratic freedom in South Vietnam.
